King's Miniſters to be remow d, queſtion d that Supreme, 
Imperial, Abſolute, Unaccountable, Unlimited Power, 


ſo often inſinuated as inſeparably inherent in the Crown 
of England; pretending things were not well manag d, 
good Men not ad vanc d, Viciouſneſs not reſtrain'd,. but 
encourag'd, the Laws not executed againſt Popiſn Recu- 
ſants, but ſuſpended/; the Truſt concredited, not obſer- 
ved; Money iltegally exacted, and Property invaded; and fi- 
nally, no Hope left to have Things fairly remedy'd, ſub- 
ſuming that Arms were neceſlary and lawful to remove 
ill Counſellors, and vindicate Liberties, tho pretending 
the King's Name and Authority. Here again was their

Juffer Confinement for their Pervivacity. 
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Religion was not in jeopardy, nor our Laws tranſgreſs d, 
inaſmuch as albeit ſome Hundreds of Popiſh Recuſants 
were liberated from legal Durance, and likewiſe the Pope's 
. Nuntio was here actually Reſident, and Popiſh Plots diſ- 


perſon, Government, and Laws: Moreover, albeit that 
the Queen was a zealous Promoter of their Religion, and

_ "likewiſe mortally hated the Proteſtants, Name and Thing; 
_and was fo entirely truſted, as to obtain and diſpoſe of 
Blank Commiſſions, of which; uſe bad enough was made;

Furthermore, it ought to be well conſider'd, what fote 
Miſchief Moderation wrought in the Councils and Actions 
of that Age, ſeeing thoſe ſtiPd Moderare Men, (the Trim- 
mers of that Diſpenſation) were even more noxious and 
obnoxious than others openly enliſted, as was obſerv'd in 
former Reigns, and ſhall be in that ſucceeding. They 
were in the State for capitulating with Sovereignty, pre- 
ſerving Liberty, their great Diana; nor thought it damma- 
ble to keep their own by any lawful Means, or refuſe to part 
with it, faving in a Patllathentary-way. In Church, for 
Accommodation and Moderation and rather inclining to 

- favour the Diſſenter, than the Catholick. —-— Accord- 
- Ingly, not overfond of Additions or Superſtructures, or Re- 
finings on the Ceremonies. They believ'd a Man might be 
Java by the Merits of Jeſus, without Bowing at his Name 
within Church, and Swearing by it as ſoon as he came 
out : That it was not abſolutely neceſſary to Salvation to 
have the Church-Windows render d devout, by darkning them 
with Pictures of the Trinity: That it was not a mortal Sin 
to call the Altar a Table; nor of the Eſſence of the Sacra- 
ment, to have that raid in. Nay worſe, they believ'd 


Fack Calvin himſelf; tho many others would as ſoon be 
- of Origer's charitable Opinion, that the Devil might. Nei- 
- ther did they conclude all thoſe Reptobates who believ'd 
Predeſtination. They thought, by Dr. Heyliz's Leave, it 
was kal, yea, even praiſe-morthy, to koep the Lord 
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coverd, and offer'd to be deponed, againſt the King's 


In no wiſe believe, that either our Laws of Religion were 


a Calvinift might be ſav'd, and dar'd hope as much of 
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Day as 4 Sabbath; and that Time full as well employ'd in 
reading God's Word, and ſinging Pſalms, as in playing at 
Foot-ball, or Maurice-dancing. Nay, to lay open the very 
Core of thoſe Fanatical Puſtles and Blains that infected 
the ſick Nation, they would have been condeſcending to 
remove or leave indifferent the Croſs and Surplice them- 
ſelves, to fave the Souls of their weak Brethren, and in- 
duce Peace and Unity in the Church. What need we 
name all the Plotters who promoted theſe pernicious De- 
ſigns, and avow'd the by-nam'd Principles? Who more 
notic'd that way than the Puritanical Uſher ? Of 
whom need we any worſe Character, than that the Diſ- 
ſenters honour'd and lovd him? Who was nothing elſe, 
as Dr. Heylin, ſo much his Superior equally in Learning,Pie- 
ty, Gravity, and Good-Nature, tells the World, but 4 
walking Bookſeller's Shop, with a deal of old Lumber in his 
Head, and who was notoriouſly Puritanical in moſt Points 
of their foremention'd Creed. Of the ſame Batch was 
the Biſhop of Lincoln The Name and —— 
Thing, Man. Biſhop Downham, Prideaux Biſhop of Wor- 


ceſter, Biſhop Wilkins, who might as ſoon get to the Moon 


in one of his own Chariots, as accompliſh the leſs impro- 
bable Project of Union with theſe Diſſenters, to whom 
he was himſelf too near ally'd. —— One Fanatical Prin- 
ciple more I had een ſlipt, to which all theſe foremen- 
tion'd, and numbers of the ſame Leven, were almoſt- 
ſworn ; namely, that his Holineſs was. Antichriſt, and his 
Metropolis, the famous City of Rome, meer Babylon.. 
Wherein he that cannot ſmell a Plot againſt the very- 
Root of all Government, has no Noſe. For his Holineſs 
being, as is well known, a great temporal Prince, this re- 
fleeting upon him in that Capacity, does ſo likewiſe upon 
all others; on which account, no wiſe Prince would ſuf- 
fer thoſe in his Dominions, who defend ſuch a dangerous 
Maxim. Let me add, the reviving that unmannerly Po- 
ſition in the late Diſputations againſt the Catholicks, after 
it had been given them ſo frankly by ſo many great Doc- 
tors; the aſſerting and vindicating, and almoſt quoting 


Huomily for it, could bode no Good to the Church, but 
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too plainly indicate, that ſome Deſigns were hatching, 
which have ſince been produc'd into Maturity. 


But to return from this Digreſſion : While I am de- 


{cribing to my unwary Countrymen the Plots in this 
Reign, and the brooding Miſchiefs of fatal Moderation; let 
not thoſe excellent Perſons be forgot, who ſtem'd the 
Tide againſt it, or rather ruſh'd down the Stream, and 


overbore all Oppoſers ; like good Soldiers, very gene- 
rouſſy letting the Ship = all to ſhivers, and ſing to the 


Bottom, rather than ſuffer any Jaterloping. 

Shall thoſe great Names, Sihthorp and Manwaring, be 
ever forgotten, or how bravely and freely, lite Kings, they 
gave to the King lt is true, it was what was none 
of their own, ——— but there's the Rarity ! —— It is mean 
and vulgar only to give what is ſo. — hut to give 
Rights of Kingdoms, Power of Parliaments, Liberty of levying 
what Taxes he pleas'd, without the old dull Formalities of 
ſaying, Ry your Leave, to the Lords and Commons; and 
on the other ſide, (like Dr. S————rell) preaching the Peo- 
ple into Damnation, if the ſtingy Wretches ſhould refufe 
even to ſend their Heads in 4 Bandbox, were it their Sove- 
reign's Will and Pleaſure to ask for them. This, in good 
Truth, was worth both giving and taking, and really 
deſerv'd, between Man and Man, as good a Deanery or 
Biſhoprick, in conſideration, as any in England. 
Of the other ſide——The making ſo many Comple- 
racuts,. kind Faces and Cringes to his Holineſs at Rome; the 
leaning that way, in a juſt Deteſtation of Fanatical Zeal, 


which fwagg'd to the other; the preſſing the very higheſt | 


Finnacles, nay Vanes of what one aptly enough terms Seſqui- 
conformity, the abominating, and almoſt excommunica- 
t ing all Foreign Churches; the running down Law, Igno- 
ramus Lawyers, (Selden, and ſuch like) and the lawcy Tribe 
of Jacl- Gentlemen. Theſe were ſome of the noble 
Expedients, by which thoſe worthy Men oppos'd the Pu- 
ritanical Plotters, and took ſuch effectual Care to prevent 
and cure the Schiſm in Church and State, and all deplorable 

Effects thereafter ariſing. Et DE 
Among thoſe memorable Perſons ſignally inſtrumental 
therein, let us by no means forget the grave, ingenious, 
and 
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and good-natur'd Dr. Heylin. How much is really owing 
to his Pains and Honeſty, we have already occaſionally 
accounted, tho too much can ſcarce be ſaid on ſuch a 
Subject; of whoſe truly remarkable Works, and thoſe 
two eſpecially, his Hiſtory of the Reformation, and the Preſ= 
byterians —— we may without invidious Reffections or 
Compariſons, boldly affirm, that hardly ever were two 
Books written like them, and that they deſerve only to 
be compar'd with one another. _. 33 
But graver and ſadder Matters exact more Seriouſneſs. 
Theſe perilous Perſons, the Subjects of the preſent Diſ- 
covery, carry'd Matters yet much higher; and having 
firſt ſeduc'd a vaſt Body of the Church of England into 
their Cauſe, and much the larger Part of both Houſes of 
Parliament, at that time to take Arms for the Vindication 


of thoſe Libertys and that Religion, they (you ſee how 


unjuſtly) pretended in ſo much Danger ; nay, having in- 
ſinuated (as they are certainly a very cunning fort of People) 
ſome of their own Principles into the King himſelf, who 


had formerly aſſiſted the French Proteſtants againft the 


98 and Contraventions of their own Ring; and 
fo fully imbib'd him with the Lawfulneſs thereof, that to 
the very Day of his Martyrdom, after the ſevereſt Exa- 
mination of his cloſeſt Thoughts, and acknowledging 


ſome Evils, which Reaſon of State had, he thought, 


puſh'd him on formerly; he yet never was known to look 
on this as any. Sin or Error, in Word or Writing, tho 
grantedly fo pious a Man, and of ſo tender a Conſcience. 

After they had by theſe Methods, and a long War, 
ruin'd the Royal Intereſt and Family, they erected a pre- 
tended Court of Juſtice, whereon, by a Proceſs for that 
End then laid before them, they condemned their Royal 
Maſter. They will deny this, without doubt, as confi- 
dently as if they were innocent, charge the guiltleſs Ca- 
tholicks as guilty of contriving, effecting, and rejoicing 


at it, and pretend their Deteſtation of a Fact ſo deviliſhly 


barbarous and inhuman. — For Defence of the poor 


Catholicks againſt their Calumnies, ſuffice it, they have 


no ſolid Argument to make good their Aſſertion, only 
that during the War, more Papists were in the Rebels Army 
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$3 eee ,, 
than in the Royal, as appears by a publick Proclamation 
under that Martyrs own Hand: That his Death was be- 
fore conſulted and agreed on at Rome, and in the Sor- 
bonne: That ſevcral known Prieſts were actually preſent, 
ſome diſguiſcdly, even in Office, and aſſiſting at that 
Exccrable Villany : That there was publick Joy and Tri- 
umph thereupon, and a Sword flouriſh'd over his Head 
by a Jeſuit, when it was accompliſh'd. But theſe are Ar- 
guments muſt be blown away, inſtead of being anſwer d.

And under the ſame Claſs may we rank the Excuſe of 


the Party againſt their. having any Hand in this innocent 
Blood. They urge, forſooth, that the Ends of War at- 
taind, they were now, and had been openly for Peace; 
were ſatisfy'd with the King's Conceſſions, embrac'd a 
Treaty, even agreed on Terms, expected to have made 
themſelves and him happy: That the Houſe of Lords, Com- 


mons, City, and Country, were all of this Mind: That it was 


only the Uſurper, and his Army, who acted what was 
thereafter done; yet not daring to attempt it till the City 
was diſarm'd, the Houſe of Lords diſſolv'd, the Com- 
mons purg'd and alter d: That when the Uſurper's In- 


tent was perceiv'd, Scyenty-odd of their Miniſters went 
in a Body to him, diſſwaded him from it, remonſtrated 


againit it and when the fatal Blow was over, regret- 
ted it as deeply, bewaild it as truly, as a Mother would 
have done the untimely Death of her only Child.

all the muſty Liberties of their Forefathers Go but into 
King James the Second's Reign, and if ye do not ſee 


enough of their Practices to ſurfeit you, never believe 


Sacheverell, Higgins, Welton, or me again. 
How eagerly thoſe Gudpeons leapt at the Toleration, 


how greedily they ſwallow d it, what «niver ſal, unanimous 


Adadrefſcs they made, how many amongſt them took up 
the extraordinary Vocations of Teſt-Members, Govern- 
ment-Patchers and Regulators ho has yet forgot? 


What Matters it if they pretend in their Defence, 


that their accepting the Toleration amounted to no more 


than not plainly telling the King they would not 
take it, whereas they ought to have petition'd him to 
have ſet the Rabble once more a pulling down their 
Meetirg- Houſes about their Ears. Or further, that they 
were #leſh and Blood, and being ſurpriz'd with unwonted 


Eaſe (after what is better forgotten than recounted) ſhould 


ſome few of them run too far before they ſtopt to ſee 
where chey were going. That thoſe who went thorow 


with it, were for the moſt Part only the meaneſt of their 


Raſcaliiy; ſcarce a Man of Name or Credit ingag'd, 
and ail cheit Body plainly diſapproving it. That the 
Addreſſes were nothing but Words, without Hearts or 
Hands either vnleſs a very few, and thoſe dirty ones, 
and ſuch as writ more Marks than Names. That they 


bhonour'd and reverenc'd the Clergy eſtabliſh'd, for their 


vigoronus and noble Defence of both Law and Goſpel by 
their Myitings and Sufferirgs;, and no Perſons in England 


more ſincere and hearty Rejoycers at the Delivery of the 


B. epi, or more ſatisfy'd with their Behaviour 
This, I ſay, is their Plea Burt there is an eaſy way 
of anſwering it altogether, for it might bg troubleſome 

to 
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to do it by peace- meal, and that is, over-ruling it 
and there's an end of it. After adding That the mode- 
rate Men (who are all Plottirs too) notoriouſly hy n'd them 
in Diſobedience all this Reign.

It is now high Time, (and no doubt the Reader greedi- 
iy expects it,) to enquire what further Steps they have 
made in their contiau'd or New Conſpiracy, ſince the laſt 
great Torn of Affairs, which is here my particular 
Province to declare and depone, if need be, and for 
wich Intent principally, Iyndertook to prove this Pa- 
radox, that when Diſſenters Plot to ſubvert the Church, 
ey don't Plot at all; for the Diſſenters New Plet is (or 
at leaft ovy ht to be) © An unanimous Endeavour amongſt 

* all che Diſſinters and Low Churchmen, to get the late 
* Perſecuting Act repeal'd, (latituled, An Act to prevent 
* the Growth of Schiſm) in the firſt NEW PARLIA- 
* MENT that ſhall ſit, after the Arrival of our GRA- 
* CIOUS KING. And the Loyal Whiggs are of Opinion, 
that this Anti-Schiſmatick Act will be beſt COUNTER- 
PLOTTED, by propoſing a New-Bill for uniting Froteſt ants. 

This BILL OF UNION (or unicing Plot) being 
commonly ſpoken of, under the leſs popular Name of 
Cor prehenſion, has ſuffer'd very much among the Zea- 
lous Friends of our Church, but will certainly meet 
with a favourable Entertainment when it is fully under- 
ſtaod ; for the Deſign of this Union Plot is not, as 
ſome have imagin'd, the Breaking of our Frame, but ra- 
ther the giving a greater Firmneſs to It. 

No Alteration, that I kyow of, is intended by this New 
Plot; but in Things declar?d to be alterable by the (a) Church 
it ſelf. And i Things alterable be alter'ꝰd upon the 
| Grounds of Prudence and Charity; and Things deſective be 
ſupplied , and things abuſed reſtored to their proper uſe, and 
things of a more orainary Compoſition, reviſed and impro- 

(a) That it is agreeable to the Principles of the Church of 
England, Prefacg to the Commen-Prayer. 1 
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60 The Conventicle ; or, 
ved; whilſt the Doctrine, Government, and Worſhip of 


the Church, remain entire in all the ſubſtantial Parts of 


them; we have all reaſon to believe, that this New Plot 
of the Diſlenters and Low Churchmen for vziting all the 
Proteſtants of Great-Britain, will be fo far from injuring 
the Church, that on the contrary it ſhall receive a very 
great Benefit by it. | 

This has been the manner of all Chriſtian Churches in 
all Times, not excepting the Romiſh Church itſelf, which 


has changed her Offices in every Age, but generally for 


the worle ; and yet other Churches have not thereby in-

curr'd the Imputation of Unconſtancy, and of unfixing 
things well fixed. For that which is always to ſtand, is 


fixed; and that which is variable, is by the Diſcretion of 


the Church accommodated to Seaſons, and Places, and 
Occaſions. | 

Some Condeſcenſions have been already promiſed, and 
Promiſes are ſacred Things. They were ſo very. lately 
renewed, that he muſt have a very ſhort Memory, and a 


worſe Conſcience, that has already forgot them. When 


the Proteſtant Diſſenters rais'd a mighty Clamovr againſt 


the Church of England, as a Perſecuting Church, the Mem- 


bers of it declar'd, That ſo much as there was of Perſe- 


cution in it, was all a Court Artifice, and gave their Word 


for the ſhowing of ſuch a Temper (when Opportunity 
ſhould fayour them) as might fully acquit them of fuch a 
Spirit of which they were to publickly and ſo vehemently 
accuſed. „ 
And after fo long a time ſince the Reformation, and fo 


many Revolutions, and ſo many Objections heard and 


conſider'd, a Review of our Conſtitution (if we had not 
paid any Promiſe) may ſeem fit to be made, and now 
to be capable of being made much better than it could 
have been formerly. 


ic is true indeed, for any Objections that can be made 
again our Conſtitution as now It is, we need not enter 
ou any Altcration of it. All that have ever yet been 
brought, having been often and fully anſwer'd with great 
Strength and Plainneſs. But it is our Unhappineſs (or 
rather theirs) that they who have moſt need of Books ap 
| this 
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this kind, either will not read them; or if they chance to 


read, yet they come with ſuch Prejudice to them, as pre- 
vents a diligent and impartial peruſal of them. The ſureſt 


way therefore to remove all Objections of this kind, is to 
remove the Occaſion of them, and that will be done by 
approving of the Diſſenters new Plot for uniting Proteſtants. 


No Man need dread this Uniting Plot, as a Means to 


the throwing down the Fences of our Church: Fences 
which are always attack'd, and which put us perpetually 
upon the defenſive Part, have more of Trouble in them, 
than Security. And certainly, after the Eſſentials and 
convenient Decencies of Religion are Provided for, our 
{ſtrongeſt Fences, under God, are Unity and Number. 
Reader, I can't ſo far ſuſpect your Judgment, as to 
think you will ſay, that if the leaſt thing be yielded to 
theſe Diſſenting Plotters, they. will by degrees extort the 


whole from us, by their reſtleſs Importunities. What we 
yield, we yield not ſo much to them, as to the Peace of the 


Church; and the Wiſdom of thoſe great Bodies, a Parlia- 


ment and Convocation, will know where it ought to ſtop z 


and when once that which is fit is granted, if Men who 
affect to be a State-Party, ſhall inſiſt on all that remains, 


the meer Unreaſonableneſs of their Demands will procure 


a Denial, and will juſtify this Uniting-Plat to all the 


World. | | 


Nor can I think that a Perſon of good Senſe ſhould har- 


bour a Suſpicion, that the Authority of this Church will 
be made cheap, and ſeem to be proſtituted by an Offer of 


a Condeſcenſion, of which, it may be, the Diſſenters will 
not accep ; If we don't like that Bill of Union they are 
nom projecting, as I hope we ſhall, for it is the Grief of all 
good Men of our Communion, that any of the Diſſenters 
ſhould be guilty of ſo much as the leaſt Appearance of 
obſtructing this Union which they formerly ſeemed fo im- 
patiently to deſire. : 

However, let that be offer'd by the Churchmen which 
may be agrced with Safety to the Church, and which has 
been ſo ſolemnly promiſed by them, and they will at once 
both juſtify themſelves, and render thoſe Diſſenters in- 
excuſable, who advance towards us when we are bound,

and cannot meet them; and when we can, and come for- 
ward, run back to their old Extremities of Averſa- 
It is indeed to be feared, that thoſe who cover Intereſt 
under the Pretence of Conſcience, and perhaps among 
thoſe, ſome few that are Paſtors of wealthy Congrega- 
tions, may be tempted to deſire a continuance of the diſ- 
tance betwixt the Diſſenters and the Churchmen. It 
would be Policy in them to endeavour, that the Excep- 


tions may remain, as Means of continuing the Separation, 


ſeeing by that they gain more than they had reaſon to ex- 


pect, if they were ſet in the common Level, in the Parochial 


Charges of a National Church. 
But I have more charitable Thoughts of the ſincere 
Diſlenters ; and the rather, becauſe their nem Plot for uni- 


ting of Proteſtants is ſo framed, that it may give them all 
reaſonable Satisfaction. | 


For firſt : As to thoſe Diſſenters who are in the Mini- 
ftry, their ſpecial Objections have been againſt the Forms 


of Subſcription and Ordination. But in that new Union that 
the Diſſenters are nom plotting, there is only one Form to 


fabſeribe; and that is ſo adjuſted, that as many of them 
as are Epiſcopally Ordain'd may come into Parochial Cures, 


without {cruple at that which 1s now required. For them 
that have not Epifcopal Orders, there will be ſuch a Provi- 
fion made, as will ſatisfy all the Miniſters of the foreign 
Proteſtant Churches; and there is all reaſon to hope, that 
ic will ſatisfy our Diſſenting Miniſters. + 

And then for the Diſſenters among the Laity ; things 
that are indifferent in their own Nature, being left indi- 


ferent in their Uſe, the grand Objection of their being 


made unlawful by their impoſition, will be perfectly remov'd. 
D that be they henceforth uſed or not uſed, they can be ng 
Bar to Lay-Communion. 

For theſe Reaſons, we cannot but hope, that we ſhall 
have ſome Fruit of this Unring-Plot among the ſincere 
Diſlenters at preſent : But this to be ſure, we ſhall by this 


means ſecure the next Generation, who cannot have thoſe 


Prejudices inftilFd into them, Which now hy a Publick 
Law, (it this new Plot ſucceeds) will be taken away. And 
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for the French, and German, and other foreign Chriſtians 
of the Reform'd Religion, I am well aſſured, both by 
Converſation, and by Letters lately ſent from Holland, 
Geneva, Switzerland, and other Places, (not to ſpeak of 
the Churches of the Lutheran Communion which write the 
ſame) that they look upon the Church of England at this 
time, as the Centre of Proteſtant Unity ; and eſteem the 
Conditions propoſed in this Union Plot, as Terms full of 
Chriſtian Moderation, and fit for the uniting of Proteſ- 
tants. And Engliſhmen are not to be taught how neceſſary 
a Union is, (eſpecially in the preſent State of Affairs) not 
at Home only, but among all the Proteſtants in the World. 
Reader, it will perhaps be ſome further Satisfaction to 
you, to let you know that I am not ſingular in what 1 
have here diſcover'd ; for among all thoſe who have ap- 
pear'd in the Church's Cauſe, as well againſt Diſſenters 
as Papiſts, I do not know one ſingle Perſon that is not a 
Well-wiſher to this Dnion- Plot; and I believe they will 
all tell you fo, if you pleaſe to adviſe with them. And 
ſo far as we may learn the Genius of Men from their 
Writings, Archbiſhop Uſher, Biſhop Sanderſon, Dr. Ham- 
mond, and a long order of other moſt worthy Men of the 
laſt Age, whoſe Memory is moſt precious in our Church, 
had they been now alive, would with all Zeal have pro- 
moted this new Plot of making all Orthodox Proteſtants 
(whether they be Diſſenters or Churchmen) one N As 
TIONAL CHURCH. „„ 
And upon Suppoſition that there were not in this Na- 
tion one ſingle Diſſenter, that there were no occaſion for 
either Union or Comprehenſion, it would ſilt be the 
Church's Intereſt to propoſe ſomething of like Nature 
with that which is now under the Conſideration of the 
Diſſenting Plotters, and ripe for its Birth, which 1 hop 
will not want a legal Strength for the bringing of it forth. 
For, I pray, is any Church ſo perfect, as to lack no- 
thing at all? Would it be a Prejudice,/to our Commu- 
nion to make Confirmation and Excommunication much more 
ſolemn ? Would our Service be impaired by additional 
Prayers and Hymns, and choice Leſſons, and an improved 
Office for the Sick ; and by ſome new Offices for Priſoners 


of 


of Debt and Crime, for the Reconciling of Penitents, 
Cc. together with divers other Things which are ob- 


vious to conſidering Perſons ? 
God be Bleſſed we are not defective in Things abſo- 


lately neceſſary to Salvation; nor redundant in any Super- 


ſtitions, or in any ſinful Terms of Church Communion; [ 


But when we may grow up into conſiderable Im- 
provements, and provide for Peace and Piety toge- 
ther, if we ſhall ſo tye our ſelves down to our pre- 
ſent State, as to refuſe to do it now, the Diſſenters are 
moſt religiouſly Plotting an Expedient for Uniting all 
true Proteſtants, We ſhall certainly anſwer it to the 
great Shepherd, who requires us not only to do well, 


but to proceed in well-doing, and to abound in every 


- good Work.” 


To conclude, We have loſt one Juncture already, at 


the return of King Charles the Second: And the Popiſh 
Party who help'd us forward in our Heats, as well 
as prevented the Union of Proteſtants, have, ſince that 
Time, ſufficiently ſhewna why they did it, by making 
their Advantages all along by our Diſcords. 

We have now another favourable Seaſon 3 and that 
ſuch as was never yet offer'd to us; by Reaſon of the 
League at this Time between King George, Holland, 
Pruſſia, and other Proteſtant Princes and States. In 
this Uniting Plot, we ſhall go as far as they Deſire us 
to go. So that there can be no need of any conſide- 
rable Alteration to be made for the future. 

Let us not a ſecond Time ſuffer our ſelves to be fo 
far Miſtaken in our own Intereſt, as to Neglect joyning 
in that ating Plot, which will fo much make for our 
Peace; which is what all true Friends to the Reſorm'd Re- 
ligion muſt needs Deſire; and I know none but the 
Common Enemy that can reaſonably be diſpleaſed at our 

Endeavours for the promoting of 4 general Union 
amonoſt all Proteſtants ; but whoever are backwards to 
Brotherly Love and Concord, to beſure the Diſſenters are

| You were formerly told in her Majeſty's Speech, and

Vea, as different Parties are under or at the top 
of the Wheel, this murmuring and repining at them above, 
that preſſing and cruſhing ſuch as are below ; which Miſ- 
chiefs they think it is impoſlible to avoid, conſidering the 
Paſſions and Weakneſſes of even the beſt of Men, as long 
as there are different and ſeparate Intereſts and Commu- 
nions. 85 

And the next thing they urge (lite ſubtle Plotters as they 
are) is, The Intereſt of Europe, pretending all Chriſtendom 
to be affected with England's Concerns, that Iſland having 
been always accounted its Ballance, unleſs when we our 
ſelves break the Beam. Were we united here, how would 
the Raviſhers of __— Liberties tremble, who already 
are not very ſecure ? This has been touch d in another Reign, 
but deſerves, they think, deeper Conſideration. What 
one thing would France wiſh like a War within bur own 
Bowels, to divert us from piercing into thoſe of his own 
Country ; which if Tacking the Money-Bill had ſucceeded, 
the contrary had been rather wiſnh'd for, than expected. 
Next to that, a Diviſion of our Councils, Intereſts and De- 
ſigns, whereupon ill Men would ſtill work, to widen 
them, and diſtra& us, muſt needs hugely gratify him and 
mm SS. 8 
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Glory ? they farther urge : For even making Allowances 
for the Vanity every Nation has for it felf, and for its 


Force, as well as a particular Weakneſs. that way where-, | 


with we are charg'd by our Neighbours, how unjuſtly; let 
others determine: One thing is certain, that in the Field 
there is not a braver People under the Sun, and Number 
for Number, we make our Party good againſt. any Oppo- 
ſers whatſoever. I will not ſay, as one did, While God 
ſtands Neuter, but may, While he docs not fight ag aint us. 
Not to inſtance in our late Fights with the Heuch, (for 


they ſeem only made to be kick d, bęaten, and run away) 


all other indifferent judges acknowledge it; on which 
account, and our happy Situation, none care to meddle 
witk us, if they could help it. So that were this preſent Rub 
well over, whoſe happy Succeſs in the common courſe of 
Things, nothing can hinder but our ſelves; nothing here 
but our nem ſprouting curſed Animoſities, Diviſions, Fears, 
Tealoulits and Wiimſeys of one another, effectually making 
what we fear: Were this once well over, we might ex- 
peX that Happineſs, Tranquillity, flouriſhing Wealth 
and Eaſe, which God only knows when we had, or are 
like to have. 3 3 
Moreover, they pretend it would be likewiſe the true 
Intereſt of every particular Party; Could this be prov'd 
and believ'd, without any doubt, we ſhould be all Friends to 
Morrow. For ingenuouſly, after all, there is the great 
Diana that ſets us together by the Ears; and, in truth, 
worth the wiſe or honeſt Man's Concern, every one be- 
ing oblig d to provide for his own Houſe, and ſecure his 
own Happineſs, ſo it be by lawful Ways, and not con- 
trary to publick Good. But there we generally ſlip, few 
but minding, more what they fecl, than what they ſee. 
Unate thefe together, aud the Buſineſs is done; to which they 
perfwade themſelves this plain Account will much con- 
duce (albeit ten to one but it diſpleaſes all ſides, as theſe 
Moderators are the moſt unlucky Men in the. World for 
let's conſider, ſay they, the Churchman as eſtabliſh'd 
in his Poſſeſſions and Privileges, by the Law of the Land,

And what would more conduce either to our Profit or 
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the Inclinations, Promiſes, Oaths of his Sovereign, and the 


Genius of the larger part of the People. His Intereſt is 
to preſer ve what he is legally inſtated in, and to get and 


keep the Love and Eſteem of, the People. 


He apprehends all this in danger, from what has for- 
merly happen'd in Scotland, from the Diſtempers, Folly 
and Weakneſs of many, who are Profeſſors of that tolera- 
ted Party, which diſſents from the eſtabliſh'd Form, whom 
he finds, hears, ſees, and is aſſur'd to wiſh his Deſtructi- 
on, and his own Party's Exaltation ; albeit he be morally 
certain from his Life and Manners, that this cannot he 
Conſcience whereupon he acts. On this he is, as he qught 
certainly to be, ſolicitous to preſerve what he is in attual poſ- 
ſeſſion of. Who blames him ? And 1s aſſiduous 


to countermine thoſe Deſigns, or rather Hopes of ill- 


meaning Perſons. ——— Nor 1s he to be diſcommended. 
But then ten to one he runs farther, breaks Into a 
Paſſion, crys they are all ſuch, and this is the bottom of 
their Conſcience and Pretences to Religion ; 1s Tooth and 
Nail againſt any Moderation and *Accommodation with them, 
and very probably wiſhes their Toleration again taken 
from them, of which he thinks they make ſo ill Uſe, and 
is reſolv'd to promote the doing it. Now the queſtion 
Is, if here he go not too far; which will be prefently 
anſwer'd by theſe Moderators, who will take upon them 
to prove, he miſtakes his true Intereſt, or rather over- 
runs it. For, ſay they, the thing he deſires, is not op- 
prefling others Conſciences, but ſecuring himſelf, and 
what he has, from ſuch as either have none at all, or very 
large ones, and to this they will ſhew him the infal- 
lible Way. Take off what Objections, ſuch as are of un- 
donbted Probity, and Religion make againſt your Com- 
munion=--——lighten their Burdens, . theſe Men will love 
you for ever. Then the beſt, of moſt Name, Eſtate and 
Honeſty, are yours — The Remains are a headleſs, 
witleſs, ſenſeleſs, pretenceleſs Rabble, that muſt drop of 
themſelves, and in a few Years, all things be peaceable 
again, and run in their own proper Channel. But then 


— comes Intereſt, and ſays, What ſhall we do with their Clergy ?

Anſwer they, ——- But the 
Fleece will accompany the Flock, and many a Golden

The Intereſt of the modeſt and moderate Diſſenter, is 

to live comfortably in this, and fecure the other World 
hereafter ; which he cannot do, if he att contrary to his 
Conſcience here, which he ſays he has endeavour'd to ſatisfy 
| Eoncerning the Points controverted, but cannot think 
Compliance lawful; and therefore is ſdre, whatever it 
may be in thoſe otherwiſe perſwaded, it would be a Sin 
in him. And if this be true, of which God only can be Judg, 
who can juſtly blame him ? eſpecially when, he adds, and 
ſolemnly proteſts,that be thinks Schiſm a great Sin and Plague, 
and would part with any thing but hisConfcience to avoid 
it: that he would be very unwilling to have the Imputation 
of doing or not doing any thing out of meer Condradiction 
to lawful Authority, which he thinks a filly, ſpiteful and 
ſinful Practice: That if he did not come into Church, 
were the Gates made but a little wider for him, without de- 
ſiring to have them pull'd dowa for that Purpoſe, he muſt 
of Neceſſity ſubmit to be look d upon as one of 10 Princi- 
ples, Conſcience, Faith nor Honour. And what ſeems fairer 
than all this? He thinks it on the other fide well worth 
his Care to conſider of à way of living for himſelf and 
Family, and would be willing to have ſome Security of 
what he enjoys, and ſutable Proviſion made in other 
Circumſtances; — ſtill who can blame him? But the 
miſchief is, a warm Contribution of ſometimes 2 or 309. 
per am; is a very comfortable Importance, not eaſily parted 
with. Hence Deſires of Union are apt to languiſh — The 
- Heats of ill Men on tbe other Side charg'd on the whole 
Party, maguify'd into a Deſign to ruin them, or a malig- 
nag Spirit at enimity with God and the Goſpel, and the 
Converſion 
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Converſion of Souls. There he does 'as certainly Mi- 
ſtake, as others in other Things Miſtake him; or thoſe 
Commonwealth*s- Men, who ſhrowd themſelves under his 
Name whom he no more approves, than he thinks the 
State ought to fear, ſince thoſe that are of them, are for 
Number and Diſeretion much like Venner's Gang, and 
muſt believe one ſhall Chaſe a Thouſand; to make their Cauſe 
ſpront again. But however, ſecure once this 'Tronbleſome 
wtereſt, and all will be well enough. And that is not 
impoſſible to be done: for if he has a Church and 
Preaches in it, the moſt of his People have ſuch a Re- 
ſpect for him, tbey certainly follow him; and who ſhall 
forbid them to drop as much in a Church-Baſin, as in a 
Plate at 4 Meeting-Houſe ? — — Or ought a little Diffe- 
rence here to outweigh the Iaconvenience of ſo many 
reat ones in other Caſes?: Or were there but a 
Foart y Deſire of Union appearing, would not Authority 
take Care of thoſe Matters? ' 
At this long tedious rate do theſe, neither Fleſh nor 
Fiſh, preach about their Id Moderation ! If as much as 
this, cannot he . accompliſh'd, they are for the next Beſt, 
till that ſhall be attain'd: A Union in Hearts and A 
fections, cordial Kindneſs, Allowances, Forbearance, Meek- 
neſs, and I know not what (Plettings) to attain thoſe good 
Ends they drive g. * l 
They will ſay, that one ſide is very immodeſt, if not 
content with Toleration granted by Parliament, aſſur'd by
